New York City. But there are other 
numbers, too...numbers which 
most political analysts and the 
media seem to have overlooked. 

According to a new York 
Times/C8S poll. Jesse Jackson 
trounced both Mondale and Hart 
among those voters under the age 
of 29. Jackson received 42 percent 
of this vote, compared to 29 per- 
cent for Hart and 27 percent for. 
‘Mondale, This high percentage Is 
due mai to the fact that Jesse 
was able to do what no other 
politician--Black or white--has_ 
been able to do in the past: He 
caused young black people to reg- 
ister, and then to vote. in record 
numbers. 


Among first-time voters, Jesse 
Jackson polled a monumental 66 
percent. And in terms of the total 
Black vote. he caused a 100 per- 
cent increase over what it had 
been in the 1980 presidential 
primary. Yes. he doubled the Black 
vote. 


But Jesse Jackson's support is 
based primarily on his stand on 
important issues, not gn race. His- 
panic voters understood this. The 
Rev. Jackson visited Spanish 
Hariem--and spoke to the con- 
cerns of the poor and to those 
denied decent housing. He 
received 34 percent of the His- 
panic vote. 


Women voters, too, understood 
the issues the Rev. Jackson has 
been raising. They favored him by 
2 points over Hart, giving him 29 
percent of their vote. And, accord- 
irig to an ABC News poll, among 
those who favored equal rights for 
women, Jesse Jackson came 
within 3 percentage points ot 
Mondale, receiving 37 percent of 
this vote @Oipercent 
for Mondale. The ABC poll also 
showed that among those whose 
priority was the poor and elderty. 
Jackson outpollied Mondale 44 
percent to 38 percent. 


These are just some of the 
numbers. However, the figures to 
which politicians pay closest 
attention are those for their own 
districts. In this regard Harlem 
Congressman Charles Rangel 
must be more than a little con- 
cerned. You see. he supported 


Mondale over the Rev. Jesse Jack- 
son in the New York primary...and 
his constituency refused to follow 
him. In Rangel's district, over 
44,000 people voted for Jesse 
Jackson, twiee the number that 
voted for Mondale. 


Through the Jackson candidacy 
the people are sending @ clear 
message to Black and white politt- 
cians alike. They are sayingi If you. 
wish to lead us, make sure you're 
going in our direction, For, as 
Jesse says, "Part of our mission is 
to change the course of American 
politics...We don't just need a new 
President; we need a new 
direction.”

Doriald K. Day, first vice president of the 
Ohio Couhcil of the American Federation 
of State, County, and Municipal Employees 
(AFSCME), says the issue of unionizing of 

public employees “gees tarbsyond 
economics, per se, and allows Black workers 
to be part of a process that they tradition- 
ally have not been a part of”: the decision- 
making processes in government agencies. 

AFSCME, CWA, and-other major interna- 
tional unions will be battling each other to 
determine who will represent the bulk of 
the workers in both state and local govern- 
ments, and the unions have already reors 
ganized themselves in order to effectively 
accomplish their goals. 

The Ohio Civil Service Employees Asso- 
ciation (OCSEA), which has historically 
represented the largest number of state 
employees, has affiliated with AFSCME. 
And, according to former City Council 
member and current OCSEA lobbyist 
James Roseboro, AFSCME and OCSEA 
are ‘working with each other now" to 
“integrate” their members on the state 
level, and develop one cohesive bargaining 
force. 

Similar efforts are underway at CWA; the 
Council of Public workers will ultimately be 
the only public sector union of CWA 
members. Currently CWA also represents 
members who are outside of CWA/CPW. 
When the “integration” of its members 
takes place, CWA/CPW will be the only 
public employee union headed by a Black, 
Art Evans.

Children’s author cites 


‘need for reading skills

The author of Shadow & Substance: Afro-American Expe- 
riences In Contemporary Children’s Fiction was in Columbus 
recently to give a presentation on the images of Black children 
in children’s books over the past 20 years. 

Dr. Rudine Sims, a professor at the University of Massachu- 
setts at Amherst, spoke at the 1984 Spring Conference of the 
National Council of Teachers of English. 

Dr. Sims said she wrote this book because 20 years ago there 
were no children’s books which included favorable Black 
images.

Dr. Sims said children really learn language from the whole 
to the part, in contexts that are meaningful to them. 

Therefore, Black children 
come out of reading programs without seeing a common bond 
between books and themselves, and they don't learn the 
Importance of reading.” 

Parents should send their children to school as beginning 
readers, she said. 

“Black children need to be experienced with print before 
they enter kindergarten. If you can't afford to buy your child a 
book, then point out signs to him, or let her choose the cereal 
box she wants in the store,” she said. 

Or. Sims said a specific time should be set aside each day for 
homework so that children can understand the importance of 
school. 

“And instead of buying your child a toy for a gift, buy him or 
her a book,” she said.

Ohio counties can now have their monthly 
assistance checks deposited electronically’ 
into a checking or savings account. 

Aid to Dependent Children, Optional State 
Supplement program, and Refugee Resettie- 
ment Program recipients now have the option 
of switching to a computerizd method of 
receiving their benefits from the state instead 
ot getting their checks in the mail. 

Direct deposit capabilities are programmed 
into the automated system already found in 
most banks and savings and loans. This auto- 
mated clearing house system is linked to the 
Federal Reserve and provides a network for- 
electronic transfer of funds between Ohio 
banks. 

Direct deposit eliminates the problems of | 
checks being lost, stoken or forged and ends 
fraudulent claims for replacement checks, 
thereby reducing operating costs.

BOSTON, MASS. -- The private papers and 
original tapes of Howard Thurman, a man 
LIFE magazine once placed among the 12 
greatest preachers of the century, have been 
donated to the Boston University Mugar 
Memorial Library Special Collections. Thur- 


ymen of many faiths including Martin Luther 
King, Jr. and Rabbi Joseph 6, Glaser, the 
executive vice president of the central conter- 
ence of American rabbis. 

Thurman, who died on April 10, 1981, at the 
age of 81, was a former dean of the Universi- 
ty’s Marsh Chapel. In addition, he was a co- 
founder of San Francisco's Church for the Fel- 
lowship of All Peoples, the first church in the 
United States to be racially and ecumenically 
integrated in leadership and membership. 

The gift to Boston University was formally 
presented to President John A. Silber in a 
ceremony on April 8, by Thurman's wife, Sue 
Bailey Thurman. Included were hundreds of 
original tapes, letters, poetry, photographs,
